side the enclosure a number of pews were created, each 
having also a Bible and Hynm book. 
Beyond this, was 
a stove to keep the apartment warm. 
The heathen, 
the unconverted, and the pretty young girls about two 
to ten years of age, sat outside. 
I sat among the latter 
cherubs—as eager, as curious, as simple us the children 
themselves. 
A t the proper hour, the Chief of the congregation en­ 
tered—a tall, good looking parsonage. 
He turned to the 
left, and after bestowing a kiss on one ol the prettiest 
girls present, (piety has always a natural attraction to 
pretty faces) look bis seat at the upper end of the table. 
H e immediately stood up—read a chapter of the New 
Testam ent— and afterwards said, “ Men and brethren let 
us pray.’’ 
A very good prayer was the consequence. 
After this was closed, he began a sermon, whb’ij was 
short ami sweet. 
This done, he read a passage from 
the New 'restam ent, aulhoiising the “ breaking of 
bread’’— then taking up the slice of bread from before 
him, he broke off a small pit'ce— put it into his inoulli 
— and handed the remainder to his left hand neighbor. 
T he slice then went round the table in this w ay, each 
breaking off a small bit, as if it bad been wedding cuke, 
till it reached the Administrator, at the head of the t..ble. 
Another prayer—and another hymn. 
The Chief ilien took up the cup, wliich was filled 
with wine—n peated a text of Scripture—put the cup 
to his lips—tast'd it— and then handed it to his right 
hand man who did the sam e, going round the 
precisely as the bread hud done.
